A BTRONG GOVERNMENT. 


Harper's Monthly for June contains 


an 4rticlé on “Strong Government,” 


from the pen of George Ticknor Cur- 


tis. This article from such aman pos- 


sesses a peculiar interest at this time. 
Much has been said of late in refer- 
ence to the desirability of a stronger 
government for the United States. Mr. 
Curtis exposes the shallowness and 
folly of the notion: He shows that 
the government of this country is one 
“of great constitutional strength, that 
no other government on earth excels 
it in reconciling the interests of prop- 
erty with those of liberty. He pcints 
to those provisions io the Federal Con- 
stitution which prohibite any state 
from passing laws impairing the obli- 
gation of a contract; prohibiting the 
States from issuing vills of credit, or 
making anything but gold and silver 
a tender in payment of debts; 


“against laying imposts or duties on 


imports or.exports, or duties on ton- 


aya th 


nage, without the consent of Congress. 


Other powers of the Federal govern- 


ment to which he directs attention 
arè: the regulation of commerce with 


22 foreign, nations and among the several 


states; the uniformity of all duties, 
imposts and excises throughout the 
United States; the Coinage of money, 
and the’ regulation of tlie standard 
weight and measures. Stréss is laid 
upon the constitutional provision which 
restrains the Executive from depriving 
any person of life, liberty or property 
without due process of law. Mr. Cur- 
tis holds that there can be no stronger 
protection against arbitrary power 
‘than these restraints fford. The idea 
of: a stronger government. necessarily 
* implies that these restraints are to be 
done away with; that the government 
is to be strengthened by subordinating 
personal rights to the freer and more 
powerful action of those who adminis- 
ter ft, or, in other words, that the 
public necessities are to predominate 
over the rights of the citizen.”

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Death of Major J. Humboldt Eaton. 

Major J. Humboldt Eaton died in 
the Lake Honse at three o'clock this 
morning. About seven o'clock last 
evening he was descending the stairs 
to the lower floor, when he fell, ina 
fit it is supposed, receiving internal 
injuries which caused his death.

His father 
‘was a distinguished mathematician,the 
author of a widely-used text book 
known as Eaton's Arithmetic. The 
Major was aman of superior educa- 
tion and thyrougLly well versed in his 
profession. In his private character 
he was generally lik

ried and leaves no relatives on this 
coast. 
The funeral took place at three 
o'clock this afternoon from the Episco- 
pal Church. The deceased was not a 
member of any secret society.

Gilson, the Secretary of the company, 
thinks that the ditch will furnish a 
constant supply of water from this 
time on. The estimated „ 
the ditch is 5,000 inches, but it is like- 
ly that not more than 1,000 inches 
will be permitted to flow through it 
for the first week or two. This canal 
will irrigate a large acreage of high 
lands, heretofore untillable from lack 
of water. The completion of the ditch 
will be an important incident of local 
history. 


A Rare Old Fiddle. 

An old Italian is on the street to- 
day with an instrument which seems 
to be a cross between a bass viol and a 
bagpipe. The noise is produced by a 
hard wood wheel turned by a crank, 


It is set in the end of a frame much 
the shape of a violin, but longer. The 
wheel is pressed on either side and on 
the top by cat-gut strings stretched 
the length of the viol. The side 
strings, when the wheel is in motion, 
produce a monotone much like that of 
a bagpipe. Ou the upper strings the 
air is produced by means of keys 
which press against the string and 
bring out a high note or a low one as 
the key is near to or further away 
from the bridge. A three-stringed 
violin where one was fingered and two 
were monotone would have the same 
effect. The instrument is of very 
early origin, and is supposed to be a 
Welsh invention. The Welsh French- 
men who lived among the Pyrenees 
foothills are very much attached to it.

Pacific road have adopted a new scale 
for ad just iug the rails on curves. It 
is necessary to have the outside rail 
the highest in order that the flying 
locomotive may not wander off into 
space. When the road was built the 
rule in general use in the States was 


adopted, but it made some trouble in 
the snow sheds. The cars swung about 
a good deal and as the space is limit- 
ed, especially when lined with snow, 
an experiment was made. A rise of 
one-quarter of an inch was given the 
outside rail for every degree which the 
curve had. This gave so little lean to 
the car and engines that when going 
atany speed they leaned out instead 
of in, and the wear on the outer rail 
was found to be very much greater. 
This has led to another change from 
one-quarter to three-quarters elevation. 
Railroad men say that this is too 
much. Three or four inches is quite 
arise, and seven or eight is very 
great. A slidiog scale is taought 
best, which gives only a fair elevation 
on even the shortest curves, thus pre- 
venting the cramping of the engines 
and care, and at the same time making 
the track secure.
